Paul’s Thorn in the Flesh—What was It? 
CTI. Cor. xii, 7-10). 
RY REV. I. P. ROBERTS. 


The statement of the Apostle Paul in these verses has 
been a source of much questioning and argument in contro- 
versy, as to what this thorn was; while several different 
conclusions have been reached by Bible students, and ex- 
egetes; and very largely—as we believe—to fit into pre- 
conceived notions or opinions; and perhaps, ta harmonize 
with certain desired conclusions to be reached. Some have 
claimed that because the Apostle said to his friends and 
admirers, that, “if it were possible they would have plucked 
out their own eyes, and have given them to him,” that there- 
fore he must have had sore eyes, and that was his thorn in 
the flesh. Others have thought that because his enemies 
sneered at him, saying that his “bodily presence was weak, 
and his speech contemptible,” that therefore he must have 
had a diminutive, or a deformed body, or that he had an 
impediment in his speech; that one of these was his thorn. 

On the other hand, some, and persons of sttpposed ac- 
cumen as Bible students, have come to the conclusion that 
the Apostle’s thorn was entirely outside of himself; that it 
was not in his body at all. Some claim that it consisted 
in the many persecutions he had to endure for the Gospel’s 
sake. And yet others have decided that his afflictions grew 
out of the continued attentions upon his ministry, following 
him as he journeyed from place to place, of a lady—of high 
rank, it may be—waiting upon, and enjoying his preaching: 
probably a convert under his ministry; that it was much 
talked about and became a scandal, and likely to interfere 
very much with the results of his preaching, if not destroy- 





























ing his good work altogether; and that was the Apostle’s 
thorn. 

Were it an affliction in his body, it matters very little 
what that particular trouble might be; but it is a matter of 
consequence whether it was in the flesh, or whether it was 
some affliction that came to him from some outward source, 
on account of certain religious bearings in the case. Hence, 
the truth is not to be obtained by “drawing a bow at the 
venture,” but to be sought carefully, by closely following 
the statements of the Apostle, as he has given them to us, 
as recorded in the Word of God. 

That Paul’s affliction was in his body, would seem to be 
the opinion of a large majority of Bible students—we think 
—would “go without saying,” but the larger number is not 
always the wiser nor the nearer correct. 

That it could not well be considered an outward afflic- 
tion will appear from the reason that the Apostle gives, 
that it was to meet a certain exigency. That, having had 
certain great revelations, there had come a danger-point 
in his life, and that this thorn in the flesh was given to him, 
“lest he should be exalted above measure.” Whatever that 
thorn may have been, it was to him a source of humiliation, 
to keep him from undue exaltation, “from the abundance 
of the revelations,” to which he here refers; and we have a 
right to claim that neither persecutions nor scandal, growing 
out of conceptions in the public mind concerning the con- 
tinuous attendance of any person upon his ministry, what- 
ever may have been their intention, wotld have a tendency 
to prevent exaltation, the Apostle not being at fault. 

He says (II. Cor. xi. 18), “Seeing that many glory after 
the flesh, I will glory also;” then proceeds to enumerate his 
many hardships; his toils amid dangers by sea and land; 
his sufferings from hunger and thirst, and his many perse- 
cutions; from v. 18, where he says, “Seeing that many glory 
after the flesh, I will glory also,” to v. 30. These all, instead 
of being sources of humiliation, would have a tendency to 


exaltation; while, on the other hand, we must look for, 


something that would depress the spirit; and this we think 
we find in what might be permitted to come to the physical 
life of the man. And here we note that it was in the flesh, 
v7. a Gal. iv. 13, 14, he says, “Ye know how through 
infirmity of the flesh I preached the Gospel unto you;” and 
also, “my temptation, which was in my flesh, ye despised 
not, nor rejected.” It was a thorn (like a thorn) tormenting 
the flesh, as a thorn would do continuously, The Apostle 
calls it a “messenger of Satan.” Of Satan, who is the author 
of disease, and who often administers it directly to the 
human body, as in the case of the woman who had a spirit 
af infirmity for 18 years,” whom “Satan had bound” all this 
time, and whom Jcsus Joosed on the Sabbath day. The case 
of Job will illustrate; for his afflictions were the direct work 
of Satan, some of which were in his body, The Apostle 
says, “For this thing I besought the Lord thrice that it 
might depart from me;” not he, or she, or they. Had this 
thorn been caused by a person, or by persons, they would 
have been refered to as such. The Apostle scems to be re- 
ferring to the same, when he says in v. 9, “For my strength 
is made perfect in weakness,” as the answer of the Lord. 
“Most gladly will I rather glory in mine infirmitics, that 
the power of Christ may rest upon me.” He glories now, 
not in the flesh, but in the Lord. On the other hand, it 
would be hardly competent to say of persecutions coming 
from men, that they are the messengers of Satan, for they 
may arise from man’s own impulses, and it may be with 
the best of motives, “ignorantly in unbelief,” as when Saul 
of Tarsus persecuted the church and wasted it, thinking 
that he was doing God’s service, and which, with like mo- 
tives, has been repeated in all Christian centuries. Some 
have supposed that this thorn conjd not have been in the 
body of the Apostle, because he himself was possessed of 
the gifts of healing, and that many others were also, and that 
he would therefore have been healed. But we must keep 
in mind the object which led up to his affliction—to prevent 
his being “exalted above measure,”"—and we may well con- 
clude that when the danger-point had passed, and the need- 
ful lessons had been learned, or, whatever added purpose 
was had in view had been secured, that the Lord “stretched 
forth his hand to heal,” as he had before been healed when 
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his body had been broken, and crushed by stoning, and he 
was supposed to have been dead. The Apostle says (and it 
must have been later in his history) in Rom. xv. 29, “and I 
know that when I come unto you, I shall come in the fulness 
of the blessing of the Gospel of Christ,” which could not 
have been true, had not Satan taken off his hand from him, 
the works of whom Christ came to destroy. 

Objecting to this view others may say, “why, Paul kept 
right on with his ministry and was more abundant in his 
labors than they all.” Paul does not claim that his afflic- 
tion was a sickness, for indeed, he was not sick; it was an 
infirmity of the flesh, and he was not laid aside from service 
with it, so far as we know, for a single day. And there have 
been men—gospel ministers—in all centuries, who have been 
very prominent and useful in the gospel ministry, who have 
still had thorns—physical infirmitics—under which they 
have suffered for years, and still labored on with the great- 
est zeal. Among them may he mentioned Rev. Richard 
Baxter, who preached the gospel for many years, while suf- 
fering much of the time with great pain. The Rev. John 
Wesley, a true believer in the “Gospel of Healing,” and him- 
self healed many times in answer to prayer, had long con- 
tinued sieges of illnesses, having had, at two different times, 
“deep consumption ;” and during those many times of in- 
firmities of the flesh, still ceased not to continue his travels 
and his work in the ministry. Bishop Francis Asbury tra- 
velled and preached much when afflicted with bodily infir- 
mities. Lorenzo Dow, a devout, devoted evangelist, as 
unique as he was tireless in the persecution of his ministry, 
was sorely oppressed of the devil, in the form of asthma, 
and the same was true with the great English preacher, 
George Whitefield. 

Aside from other lessons to be learned from this account 
given by the Apostle Paul, we think that possibly the fol- 
lowing may be of the greater importance. The Apostle did 
not seek the aid of the doctors or surgeons, nor did he em- 
ploy drugs and medicines to “help him out,” but he did take 
his afflictions “to God in prayer,” “beseeching Him thrice ;” 
and he did then receive an “answer of peace,” which was 
above all price. This is, we think, a good precedent for 
ministers and all others to follow. 

Though “to be exalted above measure” was the danger- 
point of the Apostle, an antidote for which was the “thorn 
in the flesh,” gospel ministers and others, devout men and 
women, devoted to the cause of Christ, though not the same, 
yet may have some other liability to go wrong along their 
pathway, which may be averted by some “thorn in the 
flesh,” and which Satan is ever too ready to administer. To 
a position of deep humility came the good old Patriarch 
Job, when he said, “Behold I am of smail account, what 
shall I answer Thee? I will lay mine hand upon my mouth” 
(Job xl. 4); “Wherefore T abhor myself, and repent in dust 
and ashes” (xlii. 6), This was after the sifting process 
which the Patriach had gone through, and then God restor- 
ed him to more than his former prosperity and honor. The 
woman of the Gospel, who was bowed together so as not to 
be able to lift herself up for eighteen years, must have been 
greatly humiliated thereby, when Jesus said to her, 
“Woman, thou art loosed from thine infirmity. And He 
laid His hands upon her, and immediately she was made 
straight and glorified God” (Luke xiii. 12, 13).

Divine Healing in Early Methodism 

The following incident is related in the life of Mr. James 
Crawfoot, by Rev. George Herod, an early Primitive Metho- 
dist minister, and has been kindly supplied us by our friend, 
Mr. G. Whitehurst, of Mow-Cop, Staffordshire, the birth- 
place of Primitive Methodism. We record the story, as it 
affords a valuable evidence that the healing grace of God 
has never been altogether unknown in the Church. May it 
prove to many readers, not merely an interesting tale, but 
a sacred fact, and a stimulus to faith in the Lord. 

James Crawfoot was, as respects worldy position, one of 
the humblest, being only a farm laborer, yet he was, in the 
Lord’s service, truly remarkable and greatly used. He was 
born in the year 1758, in the parish of Tarvin, in Cheshire. 
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He was converted to Christ in 1783. Of this all-important 
event he made the following record: “On the 7th of Feb- 
Tuary, at two o’clock on the Sabbath morning, in the year 
1783, and in the twenty-fifth year of my age, I received the 
remission of my sins, through the blood of the everlasting 
covenant.” He afterwards became a zealous and laborious 
focal preacher. He and Mr. Hugh Bourne (one of the 
founders of Primitive Methodism) were for some time close- 
ly associated in evangelistic work. In the year 1810 they 
visited London together. They commenced their journey 
at Warrington, on foot, and preached on the way nearly 
every night, until they arried at Birmingham. Leaving 
Birmingham on Monday, Sept. 24th, by coach, they reached 
London the following morning. It was during their stay 
together in London that this instance of the Lord’s healing 
occurred. 

Ann Chapman, a pious young woman who enjoyed the 
blessing of holiness of heart, had met with a serious acci- 
dent, having been run over by a vehicle in the street. She 
was taken to a hospital, where she was subjected to various 
and severe forms of surgical treatment, but was at length 
sent home as an incurable. Many persons deeply sympa- 
thized with her in her severe trouble, which rendered her 
incapable of walking; and James Crawfoot and Hugh 
Journe, being informed respecting her, went to see her. 
Crawfoot, after seeing the young woman’s condition, turned 
to the several visitors who were present, and asked if they 
believed her restorable. Some doubted, but others said: 
“All things are possible with God.” He replied; “T believe 
it is possible for this young woman to be healed. My Lord 
said to His disciples; ‘Go ye into al] the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature. He that believeth and is bap- 
tized shall be saved; but he that believeth not shall be damn- 
ed. And these signs shall follow them that believe; in My 
name shall they cast out devils; they shall speak with new 
tongues; they shall take up serpents; and if they drink any 
deadly thing, it shall not hurt them; they shall lay hands on 
the sick, and they shall recover.” While Crawfoot was 
amplifying on the above passage of Scripture, a holy in- 
fluence was felt to accompany the Word; and an extraor- 
dinary manifestation of the Holy Spirit was experienced 
while he engaged in prayer. Hugh Bourne has made the fol- 
lowing remarks respecting their visit; “We called on Ann 
Chapman, the sick woman, and we got one converted; and 
there was such a shower of Divine grace as I have not ex- 
perienced since {came to London. But Crawfoot had fixed 
his mind on the young woman’s restoration ; he took her be- 
fore the Lord in secret, in order to settle the matter with 
Him im prayer. He spent nearly a whole night in pleading 
on her behalf, with the Bible before him; after much wrest- 
ling his faith rested upon the promise, “They shall lay hands 
on the sick, and they shalt recover.’ While engaged in 
prayer he had also an impression that he must, the next 
morning, take the Bible that was before him to the sick 
person’s room. Accordingly, on that day, he took the Bible, 
and with his friend Bourne visited the young woman. On 
the way he said to Bourne, ‘The Lord has bid me to take 
this Bible with me, but for what I cannot say;’ and he fur- 
ther remarked; ‘Hugh, if 1 should be shut up and cannot 
proceed in prayer, thau must begin immediately, and pray 
in faith’ They entered the sick woman’s room, and knelt 
hefare the Lord, Crawfoot commencing prayer with the 
Bible closed, but holding it in a position for opening. He 
had not prayed Jong before he was shut up by a sight that 
was presented before him. He then thought he heard some- 
thing like a voice ask; ‘Ts it possible that God can cure this” 
and he immediately prayed, ‘O Lord God of hosts, give the 
answer.’ He then let the Bible open, and the first passage 
he fixed his eyes on was one in the fifty-eighth Psalm, and 
the eighth verse; ‘As a snail which melteth, let every one 
of them pass away.’ He then said; ‘I believe He can, [I 
believe He has cured her!’ The sick woman immediately 
rose up and came forth restored,” . 

Respecting her restoration Hugh Bourne says: “Friday, 
October 5th, 1810; to-day we went to see Ann Chapman, 
she is now able to walk about, and nurse the child of the 
woman of the house where she lives. “This is an astonishing 


miracle” This has raised a spirit of inquiry, and has 


strengthened the faith of many. On the first Lord’s Day 
after her restoration she walked a considerable distance to a 


love feast, and there testified before the people of the good- 
ness of God, of His power to heal disease, to pardon sin, and 
to sancitify the soul.”—Our Monthly.

Some say, “Not of the 
tribe of Levi.” This is true, but there is a much deeper 
truth, namely; the root idea in Meichisedec is righteousness. 
Therefore it will make it clear ‘to say, “Thou art a priest 
forever after the order of God’s righteousness.” 

Beloved, what comfort and strength it gives us to rea- 
lize we are in the order, or subject to, and are doing God’s 
will. Conscious that we are part of the Divine motors in 
God’s order of righteousness, that takes in the whole work 
of Christ, also our work. Blessed and strong assurance 
to be in the current of God’s will.

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Rivers of Living Water 
BY REV. A. B. SIMPSON 
Preached Feb. 18, 1906, 
(John vii. 38.) 


No figure is used n.ore frequently to describe the power 
and work of the Holy Spirit than the figure of water so 
There are many lessons of 


“Out of His being shall flow rivers of living water.” 


familiar to every oriental mind. 
helpful instruction with respect to the receiving of the Holy 
Ghost which we may gather from the employment of this 
figure in various places. 

J, ‘The River in the Desert. 

One of -the earliest figures of the Toly Spirit is found 
in connection with the journey of the Iicbrews through the 
wilderness of Sinai, Speaking of these experiences, the 
Apostle says “They did all eat the same spiritual meat and 
they did all drink the same spiritual drink for they drank of 
that rock which followed them and that rock was Christ.” 

In the 17th chapter of Exodus we have the first account of 
the opening of the rock in [foreb through the smiting of 
Moses’ rod. The spiritual application of this incident to the 
crucifixion of Christ and the sending forth of the Holy Spirit 
in consequence of Christ's death is obvious to every intelligent 
Christian. 

We behold in that a type of the solemn scene that was 
literally fulfilled when the Roman soldier pierced the Saviour’s 
side and there came out blood and water ; the blood a type of 
his atoning sacrifice and the water representing the cleansing 
grace of the Holy Spirit. Since that day the Holy Spirit has 
been given and there is no need that the rock should again be 
smitten or the Spirit should again be sent forth. Just as the 
waters from the smitten rock poured forth in boundless full- 
ness and ran like a river through the desert sands, following 
the path of the pilgrims and supplying at every point the water 
they needed, so the Iloly Ghost has come from God and is 
present in the church and only needs to be received hy cach 
individual by personal surrender and appropriating faith, 

But when we turn to Numbers xx. 8 we find a second in- 
cident related. Again they are without water and Moses leads 
them once more to the rock but this time he is strictly com- 
manded not to strife the rock but to speak to it. It is already 
smitten and needs no new biow, but simply that faith shall claim 
the blessing that is ready to be poured forth. There is a special 
reason for this difference at the particular stage they had 
reached in their journey, They were now on the borders of 
the T.and of Promise and their experience represented the 
higher experiences to which God is calling us in cennection with © 
our inheritance of faith. Tt was at Kadesh that all this oc- 
curred and Kodesh means “holiness” and stood at the gates of 
Canaan. This represents our experience as we receive the 
Holy Spirit in His fulness and step into the rest of faith and 
the experience of persona] sanctification. We are to spcak to 
the rock but not to strike it. We are to recognize the Holy 
Spirit as already sent and only waiting to be received. We are 
te meet Him with confidence and calmly, trustfully claim His 
incoming and His fullness. Moses failed to meet the divine 





command. Tlastily, violently and with anger he struck the 
rock twice and cried out to the offending people “Flere now, 


ye rebels, must we bring water out of the rock.” It was for 
this that Moses was excluded from the Land of Promise and it 


is because we do not receive the Holy Spirit by simple faith 
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many of us have failed to enter into that rest which it is His 
province to bring to the trusting heart. 

Still more forcibly is this lesson emphasized in the next 
chapter (xxi. 16) where we find the people, when in want of 
water, gathering in a circle upon the sands and digging a little 
well in the desert and singing around it “Spring up, oh well, 
sing ye unto it,” and at the voice of praise and the call of 
faith, the waters burst from their subterranean channels and 
ran in the desert like a river. That stream had been flowing 
there all through their journeyings. It was thus that “the 
rock followed them."” They could not see it but it was there 
all the same and they only needed to bring their needs, their 
faith, their prayer and their praise and the waters flowed 
abundantly. 

Are we thus receiving the Holy Spirit by faith? Are we 
thus recognizing Tis Presence and drawing from His fullness? 

Tl. The Valley of Ditches. 

In TY Kings iii, 16-18 we have another picture of these 








floods of blessing. Tt was a great emergency in the army of 
Jehoshaphat. Ile had gone into a hasty alliance with, the kings 
of Israel and of Edom and they found themselves in the des- 
ert famishing for water. The prophet Elisha was in the camp 
and Jehoshaphat immediately summoned him and after a few 
words of rebuke directed to the wicked king of Israel this is 
the message which he brings: “Make this valley full of ditches 
for thus saith the T.ord: ye shal} not see wind neither shall ye 
see rain yet that valley shall be filled with water that ye may 
drink, both ye and your cattle and your beasts.” 

Jlere we find a practical situation of great need and dan- 
ger met by the Lord and a wilderness of desolation turned into 
a beautiful river of blessing. 

These waters of Edom naturally represent the Holy Spirit 
as ITe mects us in the actual emergencics of life. We are so 
accustomed to look for Him in some emotional experience that 
we miss our best blessings. Tle is the Spirit of wisdom ‘and 
practical help and able to meet us in all the exigencies of life. 
It was He that taught the men who built the Tabernacle their 
cunning and their artistic skill. It was He who helped the 
returning captives to rebuild the temple and the city in the 
days of poverty and opposition and made this glorious text 
their watchword, “Not by might nor by power but by My 
Spirit saith the Tord of hosts.” Speaking of Tim, the apostle 
Paul describes Tlim as “the Spirit of love and of power and of 
a sound mind.” Tf we would look for Him more frequently in 
the real things of life, we would find Him more real in our 
expcrience and consciousness, 

The first obvious lesson that meets us in this figure is the 
picture of those ditches with which they filled the valley. 
A 
ditch is a great, ugly rent with its yawning depths and its 
ragged edges. How perfectly it represents the places of need 
and failure in our lives! And these are the things which the 
Holy Spirit is waiting to fill. Tet us not come to Him allt 
fixed up by our own self cffort and like Cain, attempting to 
bring to Him some self complacent and complimentary offer- 
ing, but let us bring to Him the great cavities, the dark abysses, 
the dismal! failures, the sad memories of our life, and each shall 
become a vessel for Him to fill and Io, those ugly ditches will 
simply become the channels for a river of blessing that will 
shine like’ some glorious mirror reflecting the very light of 
heaven. 


Again we have a fine picture of the faith with which we

should receive the blessed Spirit “Ye shall not see wind neither 
shall ye see rain but this valley shall be full of water.” We are 
always looking for some demonstration but lo, while we 
gaze in one direction He has come in another. Let us learn 
to receive the Sniiit by simple Ja.th just as we received the 
Saviour at the first. An attitude of strained effort and un- 
natural looking for feeling disturbs the normal action of the 
mind and heart and makes it impossible for God really to 
manifest Himself to us as otherwise He would. The way to 
enjoy the most perfect health is to forget about your health, 
The way to enjoy the love of your friends is not to try to 
Jove them but rather to think of their attractions and the love 
will come itself without an effort. Are you trusting the Holy 
Spirit? 

But again we have a lesson of victory and power. The 
coming of the waters into the valley was not the principal inci- 
dent of the miracle. “This is but a light thing in the sight of 
the Lord. He will also deliver the Moabites into your hand,” 
The baptism of the Spirit is but a means to a greater end and 
that is a life of victory over the world and sin and in our work 
for the Master and the salvation of men. 

Let us not rest on any blessing but press on to use it as a 
stepping stone to something higher and our blessing shall be 
twice blessed when it becomes a blessing to some one else. 

Tl. The River From the Sanctuary. 

Tn the 4zth chapter of Ezekiel we have another fine type 
of the Holy Spirit under the same image of the living water. 
(Ezek, xlvii. 1-5.) The special teaching of this striking meta- 
phor is the progressive revelation of the Spirit in the heart of 
the believer. 

First it begins with a little rivulet just trickling over the 
threshold of the sanctuary. Then it becomes a fittle farther on 
water to the ankles. A little rivulet well expresses: the first 
faint consciousness of the Spirit’s Presence; the water to the 
ankles represents the first steppings of our feet in practical 
obedience to the Jeadings of the Spirit. We are to “walk in the 
Spirit.” There are steps to be taken which He will show. 
here are things to be done into which He will lead us and 
as we follow, we will have the conscious witness of His ap- 
proval. There are some of you who are longing for a mani- 
festation of the Spirit. Your experience is not yet mature 
enough for much deep feeling, but simply obey Him; step out 
in some path of duty which He will show you; right some 
wrong; obey some holy impulse and you will find Him there. 
+ Next the waters reach the knees. This represents the spirit 
of prayer. {{ is on our knees that we usually become most 
deegly and delightfully conscious of His Presence and power 
and as we pray, not only Jor ourselves but for others there will 
come back to the heart an answering assurance of His accept- 
ance and the confidence and courage of faith. 

Next the water reached the loins. We are now approach- 
ing the deeper experiences of the baptism of power and the 
joy of the Holy Ghost. There are depths of feeling; there are 
enduements of power; there is a girding of the loins with 
divine strength but all this must come in its due order and 
place, even as the river deepens in its course. 

Finally the floods have become a great torrent, a river that 
cannot be passed over, waters to swim in. There is a fullness 
of the Holy Spirit that becomes ‘a great spontaneous force that 
bears our Christian life upon its bosom above self-effort and 
painful struggling and no figure expresses it so perfectly as 
the great bosom of the flood bearing the swimmer upon its 

mighty current. So the soul becomes lost in God and the 
ptayer of the Apostle in Ephesians is fulfilled “That ye might 
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know the love of Christ that passeth knowledge and be filled 
with all the fullness of God.” 

IV. The Ocean of God. 

In I Cor. xii. 13, we read: “In one Spirit were we all bap- 

tized into one body and have been made to drink into that one 
Spirit.” The figure here is that of a deep sca into which we 
have been submerged and now not only are we in the sea but 
the sea has begun to pour into us as we drink of that Spirit 
in which we are baptized. This figure of drinking teaches a 
profound subject, namely: that of spiritual instincts, intuitions 
and higher senses and capacities, We know what our physical 
senses are; the organs through which we have communication 
with the natural world, but there is a spiritual world just as real 
and with that we have communication by another set of senses 
just as actual as the organs of our material body but infinitely 
finer and higher. It is of this the Apostle speaks in the sth 
chapter of Hebrews in a remarkable passage where he says: 
“Strong meat belongeth unto them that are full of age, even 
those who by reason of use have their senses exercised to 
discern both good and evil.” Now he undoubtedly recognized 
certain spiritual senses which are exercised by use and through 
which we are able to detect the false and the true and to ap- 
propriate spiritual nourishment and digest strong meat. There 
is a spiritual sense of sight and hearing corresponding to the 
natural organs of vision and hearing. “Eye hath not seen 
nor ear heard neither have entered into the heart of man the 
things which God hath prepared for them that love Him but 
God hath revealed them unto us by His Spirit.” There is a 
sense of taste of which the Psalmist could say that God’s 
word was sweeter than honey to his mouth. There is a sense of 
touch which makes divine things real and there is a higher 
sense of smell which was so keen in our Lord that. the Prophet 
saiah says of Him: “He shall make Him of quick scent in 
the fear of the Lord and He shall not judge after the sight of 
His eyes nor reprove after the hearing of His ears.” 
It is with reference to this higher spiritual organism that 
our text speaks of drinking into that one Spirit. Our Lord 
Himself had used the figure in the 6th chapter of John when 
speaking of us as eating His flesh and drinking His blood 
and so drawing life from Him. It is our privilege in the life of 
the Holy Spirit thus to draw our strength from the very 
heart of God and live upon the life of our risen Lord for body, 
soul and spirit. Have we tearned this deep and glorious 
experience and can we say: 





“T am breathing ont my sorrow, 
Breathing out my sin, 

I am breathing, breathing, breathing 
All His fullness in.” 


V. Finally we come back to our text, the river of living 
water. We cannot fail to notice at once the difference between 
two figures in the gospel of St. John. The first we find in John 
iv. 14; “The water that I shall give him shall be in him a well 
of living water springing up into everlasting life.” 
Here the figure is a well and a well spring in the 
heart that has received the Holy Spirit. But in John vii. 38 
the well has not only become a river but “rivers of living water” 
which are flowing out into all the land. Where shall we look 
for the explantion of this difference? Is it not in part at least 
because they are flowing out rather than flowing in? Is it not 
because the beneficiary has become a dispensor and a channel 
of blessing to others? So long as we live for even our high- 
est self interest we are but Dead Seas and must become stag- 
nant and at last unclean, but as we open all our being in loving 
service and overflowing blessing we become great Deltas of 
holy blessing and our blessings are twice blessed.

GENERAL STATEMENT, 


Yirst, as to fime. Jesus was born B.C. 4 or 5. John the 
Baptist hegan his ministry in midsummer, A. D. 26, Jesus 
was baptized in December, 26, or January, 27. The first year 
of Tis ministry, 27, was spent in the provinces of Judea 
and Galilee. ‘Fhe two periods covered were the arly Gali- 
jean and Early Judean ministries. About January, 28, after 
the death of John, Jesus returned to Galilee, passing through 
Samaria. The Sermon on the Mount was delivered in mid- 
summer of that year. Thus, the time covered by the lessons 
is fully 32 or 33 years. Second, as to places, The principal 
places were: Bethichem, Jerusalem, Egypt, N azareth, the Jor- 
dan, Sychar, Cana, Capernaum and the Sea of Galilee, Third, 
as to persons. The leading characters were, besides our Lord: 
the shepherds, the wise men, IVerod, Joseph and Mary, Anna 
and Simeon, Jolin. Peter, Andrew, and James, the demoniac, 
Peter's wife’s mother, the paralytic, and Satan. 

I. The Shepherds Find Jesus, (Luke ii, 1-10.) 

Golden Text-—“For unto you is born this day in the city 
of David, a Saviour, which is Christ the Lord.” (Luke ii. tr.) 

First, the historic circumstances cattsing Joseph and Mary 
to go forth from Nazareth to Bethlehem. Second, the birth of 
Jesus in a manger in a stable, near the inn. Third, the vision 
seen by the shepherds,—the angelic appearance, announcement, 
and command. Fourth, the visit of the shepherds to the 
manger. 

History fulfils prophecy. The world has no room for 
Jesus. God gives glorious visions to humble servants. 

Ti. The Wise Men Find Jesus. (Matt. ii. 1-12.) 

Golden Text—‘My son, give me thine hear t.” (Proverbs 
xxiii, 26.) 

First, the star in the east, divinely guiding the wise men 
to Jerusalem. Second, the fear of Herod and the testimony 
of the scribes as to the birthplace of Jesus, Third, Terod’s 
instructions to the wise men and their disregard of them. 
Fourth, the visit of the wise men fo the manger, and their 
gifts to Jesus. 

God always gives light enough to find Jesus. Christ should 
receive our worship and best gifts. 

t. The Boy Jesus, (Luke ii, 40-52.) 

Golten Text.—‘‘Jesus increased in wisdom and stature, 
and in favor with God and man,” (Luke ii. 52.) 

Five pictures of Jesus: First, the child, growing sym- 
metrically in spirit, mind and body, Second, the boy, visiting 
Jerusalem at the Passover. Third, Jesus with the doctors of 
the Jaw, in the temple. Fourth, Jesus lost and found by Tis 
parents, Fifth, Jesus in subjection to the Nazareth home. 

Even asa child Jesus is our pattern—in all around develop- 
ment of childhvod, in observance of religious duty, and in filial 
obedience to parents. 

IV. The Baptism of Jesus. (Mark i, 1-11.) 

Golden Text.—“Prepare your hearts unto the Lord, and 
serve Him.” {TI Samuel vii. 3.) 

First, the forerunner of Jesus, with his message and minis- 
try of preparation—the necessity of rightcousness of heart and 
life and the baptism of repentance. Second, the person and 
habits of fife of the forerunner—John was a prophet-priest 
in descent, was an ascetic in manner of life, and came in the 
spirit and power of Elijah.

Sec- 
ond, the attack against Jesus’ sonship. Third, the attack 
against His physical nature.

Golden Text—"Le ye therefore followers of God as dear 
children.” (Eph. v. ¥.)

Third, Jesus calling Teten 
and his companions “to catch men.”

VIT. A Day of Miracles in Capenaum. (Mark i, 21-34.) 

Golden Text.—“He healed many that were sick.” (Mark 
1, 34.) 

a Sirst, the demon expelled, while Jesus was teaching in the 
synagogue. Second, Peter’s wife's mother restored, while 
Jesus was in the home. Third, the multitude cured at sunset 
in accordance with prophecy. (Isaiah lili. 4-5.) 

Jesus taught with authority, He still has power over 
demons and disease. 

VIII. Jesus’ Power to Forgive, (Mark i 1-12.) 

Golden’ Text.—“The Son of Man hath power om earttn 
to Forgive Sins.” (Mark ii. 10.) 

First, Jesus preaching to the vast throng filling the house 
and courtyard. Second, the four men with the paralytic, let- 
ting him down through the roof into the presence of Christ. 
Third, Jesus because of the faith of His friends forgiving 
the paralytic and healing him. Tourth, the scribes and phari~ 
sees criticising Jesus for blasphemy by attempting to forgive 
sin, Fourth, the healing of the paralysis the proof of power, 
10 forgive sins ; and the forgiveness of sins the proof of Christ's 
deity.

TX. Jesus ‘felis Who are Blessed. (Matt. v. 1-16.) 

Golden Text.—"Biessed are the pure ™m heart for they shal} 
see God.” (Matt. v. 8.) 

First, the “beatitudes,” giving the character of the 
subjects of King Jesus—both in the millenial kingdom of the 
future, and in the spiritual kingdom of the present age. Sec- 
ond, two figures of speech—the salt and the light—setting forth 
the influence of believers in the world. 

lave we the spiritual qualities which Christ pronounces 
“blessed 2” We may have them through the indwelling of the 
Holy Spirit. Are we like the “salt"—does our character uncon- 
sciously reflect the spirit of the Master? Are we like the 
“light’--does our conduct represent Christ faithitdly to the 
world? 

X. The Tongue and the Temper. (Matt. v. 33-48.) 

The teaching of Christ in contrast with the law of Moses: 
as to three things: first, swearing and oaths; Christ requires 
simple uwnemphatic veracity. Second, returning injuries ; 
Christ requires forgiveness and love, Third, charity; Christ 
requires a spirit of good-will and love toward our enemies.

Let us aid by prayers 
and gifts, and make 1906 a record year. Many of you know 
our personal interest in Muallin Melchi, our representative 
in Jerusalem, the evangelist in the Alliance mission. I was 
indeed pleased to visit his own home, and look into the face 
of his family. And God has been faithful, enabling us to 
meet his salary yet another year. His little baby daughter 
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e ‘became my namesake while I was there, giving me a new 


interest in the home-life of the family. Seven children and 
two sisters, with wife and mother (the Bible woman), mak- 
ing a family of twelve, all for Jesus. Each day Melchi goes 
out on the streets or in the neighboring villages, selling the 
gospels and teaching. Flundreds of Jews, Copts, Arabians, 
Greeks, Abyssinians and Syrians, thus hearing the gospel. 
The influence of our Jerusalem mission is thus very far 
reaching. “Ephraim,” another helper working among the 
Jews, is doing a good work, and also Wm. Ohan, the teacher, 
We were sincerely impressed with the possiblities of the 
work in Jerusalem, and much surprised at the fine appcear- 
ance and prosperity of the city.

Already they have proven the 
wisdom of your choice by their 
spirit. of unity, devotion and 
zeal and their coming encour- 
ages us to appeal to you again, 








As we stood within, looking 
into the tonvh, an old man drew 
near, whose wife had recently 
died, THe had little joy and seemed not to know the peace 
of God, though he said he betleved in God. So many seom- 
ed like that in Jerusalem. Tt was such a joy with Melchi, 
fo point ont to him the hope and blessing of the Believer, 
and speak the words of Resurrection life and power, by that 
‘grave of Jesus. Let us pray for power in the Holy Ghost, 
and the joy of the Lord to be our strength. 

Let us all stand with the missionaries and native helpers, 
heart to heart, until we see Jerusalem a praise in the earth, 
and male Jesus King. 

My visit to Bethlehem was on the Greek Christmas 
Festival. The procession was a wonderful sight, and en- 
hanced by the services in the Church of the Nativity. In 
Jerusalem, Dr. Stanton took me from-the Church of the

and the more casnestly for 
others of like spirit; and to 
hope that we may soon be able 
to press out in many directions into the destitute and in- 
viting fields about us. We ask you to continue with us 
in prayerful expectation for a sufficient foree of heroic 
spirits ready to dare the dangers of pioncer work where 
others have feared or failed to find entrance. 

We desire to press upon your consideration the actual 
condition of the country. 

In Jerusalem itself, with its many missionary institu- 
tions, the fringe of the great Jewish community is all that 
can be said to have becn touched; the Moslem population 
still presents an almost unbroken front while the Oriental 
perversions of Christianity repel rather than attract to 
the gospel and are themselves in dire need of vitalizing 
Christian influences. Our experiences, during the past year 
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especially, convince us that great work can be done among 
all classes in this city. 

In Hebron, in spite of the adverse circumstances of the 
past year, we have been encouraged by a greatly increased 
attendance and interest in the school and the profession 
of faith of one of the girls and also that of a well known 
Moslem, even though the confession has not been a public 
one for that step would almost certainly lead to a martyr’s 
grave. 

But above all, we emphasize again the fact that large 
sections of Palestine dotted with villages are never visited 
by a missionary! Nor have some of them ever heard the 
sweet story of the Babe of Bethlehem. TlIebron lics in 
the heart of one of the largest of these regions. It is the 
only mission station between Bethlehem and Egypt, or be- 
tween Gaza and the onc solitary station of Karak in the 
land of Moab. No other mission attempts to reach these 
villages, and it is our earnest hope that upon Mr. Murray’s 
return he can give himself with new devotion to this needy 
field. The Jordan valley, too, is wholly unoccupied, as is 
also another large district lying to the south of Haifa, while 
the new railroad from JJaifa has surmounted the adamantine 
walls surrounding the great trans-Jordanic country and will 
soon pierce Arabia itself. 

The unprecedented encouragements witnessed during 
the past year in the Jaffa Girls’ School greatly strengthen 
our deep scatcd conviction that a similar school for boys 
should be opened this year. Other societies with all their 
fine educational equipment are not developing enough con- 
secrated workers to supply their own needs and we feel that 
we must have our own training institutions before we can 
secure consecrated natives in the numbers and of the quality 
requisite to speedily evangelize the regions into which God 
has thrust us. Nearly all of our Jaffa girls are looking for- 
ward to Chirstian service, a fact true of no other school in 
Palestine. A similar company of youths would hold forth 
a brilliant promise of the accomplishment of our Mission 
to this land. We have therefore resolved ta ask the Board 
to stand with us in the opening, on a very moderate basis, of 
a school for boys, with the one object of developing and 
training a staff of native helpers. We therefore ask you to 
authorize us at once to take the preliminary steps neces- 
sary, and to guarantee the rent of a small building for this 
purpose. We think the annua) rental for the first two or 
three years at least would not exceed $175 to $200. 

Along general lines, our work has prospered during the 
year. The Jewish work has yielded some fruitage, if not in 
baptisms at feast in acceptance of the Messiah. Our native 
staff has been strengthened by some changes and we are 
greatly encouraged by the new spirit of zcal manifested in 
each one of these devoted workers. After many years of 
waiting we feel that the obstacles in the way of the organi- 
zation of a church in Jerusalem are so far removed as to 
justify action and the Conference has drafted and adapted 
the Constitution and By-Laws. The Conference has been 
marked by a spirit of prayer, fully two-thirds of the entire 
time having been given under the constraining influence of 
the Spirit to waiting upon God, and in the deep resultant 
and far reaching work of the Spirit our native brethren have 
shared. We are going out with a greatly quickened faith 
and purpose to herald the gospel tidings far and near.

But the house 
in which he did this was after his death 
tratisformed into a hotel, over one of 
whose rooms was the sign: “This is a Depot of the Bible.” 

Do you know this fact, mentioned by the writer already 
quoted, “The Rible House of England stands upon the very 
spot where the Council of Constance, more than five centuries 
ago condemned the ashes of Wickliffe to be taken from the 
earth, burnt, thrown into a little brook called the Swift, and all 
his writings condemned.” 

These are some of the foolich things clever men have said 
about and donc to the Bible. 

Now listen to a few testimonies from wise and devout metn 
on the other side. Tischendorf, one of the greatest scholars 
of his time, says: “Providence has ordered it so, that the new 
Testament can appeal to a far larger number of all kinds of 
original sources than the whole of the rest of ancient Greek 
literature.” 

Then this fact for you, dear boys and girls, to put down in 
your “memory book.” The first book printed with cut metal 
types was a Bible, and some day you will rea‘ the fine 
passage of Tallam on this point in his “Literary History of 
Europe.” 

And as our last witness for to-day—hear this from Sir 
William Jones, who had read the greatést part of the best books 
in twenty-eight languages, Tle says: “This volume, the Bible,

In January, 1904, 1 had several torpedoes exploded in 
the well, in order to break the rock to drain the water to 
the well from the “subterranean lake.” I could not even 
tell then whether I had struck water, as there was so much 
surface water and winter was here, so we again scaled the 
well. At this time I had a feeling that we had water, but 
had not quite courage to believe it. The Lord had used 
Rev. A. E. Funk to persuade me to have the well torpe- 
doed and tested. 

] wish to say here that a word from Dr. A. TR. Simpson 
in the very beginning of this experience was an uplift that 
put a balustrade to the bridges which spanned the chasm. 
After T had told him of the dream, in his fatherly way, he 
bowed his head and said; “T believe this is from God.” 

As the tests grew harder and the experiences of Abra- 
ham, Joseph and Daniel faded from my mind, the Lord put 
it in the heart of Bro. David Crear to offer to bear half the 
expense, if T continued the work. Should it result in failure, 
T needed not to return the money; and in case of success, 
J was to keep it. I never needed the money. Jt was, how- 
ever, just this expression of confidence that IT required to 
encourage me. God knew my need and thus supplied it. 

Mrs. Althea A. Kirk and Mrs. Harriet K. Christie faith- 
fully stood by me in prayer. Miss Minnie Draper was a 
great help during these waiting years, as she always brought 
to me a fresh message from God by Tis word. I wish to 
express a word of thanks to all who stood by me in prayer. 

Up to this time T had not fully comprehended what God 
meant when he said, “Get it alf on.” This I had not done; 
and what is more, in coming to the Missionary Institute 
as Business Manager, I accepted salary. I had very little 
expense, but to my surprise T had at the end of cach month 
practically used what was due me. Next I found myself 
drawing on my month’s salary before the month was up. 
This was against my principles. T resolved to solve the dif- 
fieulty. In coming to the Lord with my encumbrance I 
was reminded that Ife had said, “Get it all on.” This, then, 
was my hindrance—my failure to depend upon the Lord 
wholly for support. God can work only when we mect all 
requirements. Tt may surprise you to learn that after all 
this I did not see my way perfectly clear to relinquish my 
salary. I still held off a little longer. T considered that my 
daughter was about to enter college and that her music was 
not completed, It was indeed a hard problem for self to 
solve, but so easy for the Lord. All T had to do was to 
meet wholly Tis will and plan for me. 

By this time I had disposed of nearly my entire capital, 
some being sent direct to the field, a portion going to the 
Land Improvement Co., and a big pile being put in this 
“dry hole’—the waterless well. 

My income was growing smaller and my expenses were 
seemingly growing larger, when one day my daughter Bar- 
bara, not knowing of my struggle, said: “Papa, instead of 
coming to you for all incidental expenses, can you not give 
me a small weekly allowance?’ Tler request was so rea- 








sonable that T could not refuse her, and I said, “Yes, Bar-, 


bara, T will do that.” Week after week T handed her this 


small amount gladly, but once an allowance became duc 
that I knew not how to meet. A short time before this I 
had closed and ruled off my personal account on my ledger 
with this added statement in red ink: 

“Ruled off, as I believe to be directed by God to close 
this account and no longer to accept salary, but work for 
Him who cares for me. 

Sunday, Jan. 3, 1904. L. K. Brusaxer.” 

Here I took my stand, boldly before the Lord, but sil- 
ently before man. You see, I wanted to try it first. But 
God wants us to have the boldness of a Daniel, and rise 
to our feet and say, “T trust Thee.” I had not the courage 
to tell my daughter of my leddings, fearing that I would 
discourage her and cloud her life. While feeling thus, 
she came into my presence, saying, “Papa, have you 
thought of it that I have not asked you for money for 
clothes lately?? JT responded, “Yes.” “Well,” she said, 
“Papa. the dear Lord has spoken to me during the 
past year to trust Him for all, and do you know, ”she said, 


“that money comes to me through letters direct in answer 
to prayer.” And her face was all aglow with praise and 
glory. Here I took courage to tell my story to her; I told 
her that my personal book account was closed and that God 
had spoken to me, too, in a similar way. We saw clearly 
God's leading, and were exceedingly joyful, 

Just a little later, May 20, we for the first time discovered 
that there was an abundant supply of water in the well. 
This came immediately after I had fully surrendered. Here 
it seems my life changed. Instead of being short of money 
for my personal needs, to my surprise, on the contrary, I 
do not only have plenty, but what is more beautiful, I need 
so little and am full of peace and so restful. Others take little 
outings and enjoy a change and require a little vacation, 
and 1 am perfectly delighted to see everyone enjoying these 
little extras; but say! I have all this in Him. He gives me 
vacation all the year through. J am His servant and He is 
my Master. 

We can now supply with water not only the Institute, 
but the neighboring homes as well, and realize, besides, a 
nice little income from this God-given well, by means of 
which we are able to support orphans in India. Can we 
afford to trust God? 

It may seem strange to you when I say that there was no 
special praise at this time when water was really obtained 
in such abundance. I shall explain. The promise that 
water could be realized was sure; and I praised God for the 
promise and for the water long before J could lift the cup 
to my hips. Thus it was praise all through the drought and 
waiting time. Seeing is not believing, but believing is see- 
ing. The water which sustained me during these testing 
years and which was a stimulus to my faith was handed 
down by God Himself. The same kind of a shout of praise 
that felled the walls of Jericho also rent the rock, whence 
now flows the refreshing water. JYallelulah! 

TIcre one would expect the end of all care, and say ours 
is the victory; but at this point the real test’ only began. 
Machinery was purchased. In filling my order the agent 
sent too small a pump, a mistake which was discovered 
only when the engine and pump were put to work. This 
error necessitated a change of engine and a change of pump, 
and thus prolonged the use of heavy machinery to lift, the 
tons of pipe that went into the well. The enemy was right 
at our heels. Another experience was that on one occasion 
the machinery gave way and fifty dollars worth of pipe was 
lost. Before this column of pipe reached bottom I drew 
my watch to see if I could get the next train to New York 
to duplicate this order, knowing that the cost for new pipe 
would be less than the expense of fishing for the lost sec- 
tion. In this, too, God had an object. The enemy meant it 
for evil, but God turned it into usefulness. 

At another time a small piece of rock the size of a pea 
lodged under the bottom valve of the plunger, and not only 
prevented the water from flowing, but presented every ap- 
pearance that there was a shortage of water. Indeed, I was 
at the point of calling it all loss and shutting down, when 
the Lord in His mercy again reminded me that He had 
said “sufficient water.’ Then T knew that the trouble must 
be other than the lack of water, and after much heavy labor, 
both of mind and body, discovered this insignificant piece 
of rock. . 

We have now a reservoir capacity of twenty-seven thousand 
gallons and have about twenty-five thousand gallons continually 
on hand. The reservoirs are built in the rocks and are roofed 
over, and all the machinery is under cover. We now have 
electric service to run the pump and control it from the 
office of the Institute. Besides an automatic switch controls 
the motor, which makes it self-starting and stopping, gov- 
erned by high and low water. The present cost of our water 
is only about one-half the expense of that of the old water 
plant. 

This, my dear reader, may scem to have been a tedious 
experience ; but the experience I value as highly as the well. 
T had asked God for this relationship, and he gave me seven 
years of it, which T prize more than fine gold.
